On Red Cross War Fund 
By The Local Committee 


Solicitation of our citizens for 


contributions to the American 
Red Cross War Fund of $50,- 
000,000 begins to-morrow, Satur- 
day, by the local committee or- 
ganizaticn of which George W. 
Carr is Chairman. An amount of 
$35,000 has been set as the goal 
for Franklin county divided 
proportionately between the vari- 
ous towns, of which this com- 
munity’s quota would be approxi- 
mately $2,000. 


The campaign should not be 
ecnfused with the recent annual 
Roll Call which was conductcd 
thronghout the nation. Aside 
from its voluntary services to the 
armed forces and distres:ed civili- 
ans, the Red Cross has obliga- 
tions placed by -the, army and 
navy under the provisions of. its 
national charter, and this is its 
definite duty to the gcvernmert. 
The $50,000,000 to be rai-:ed 
throughout the nation will be 
used in this way:—$25,000,000 
for services to the armed forces; 
$10,000,000 for civilian defense 
and disaster such as first aid,

tingent fund to add to any cf the 
allotments...The war fund is to be 
used for Americans.

Local Minister Dies

Death came~suddenly to Rev. 
Dr. Benjamin F. White at his 
home, the par:onage of the 
South Vernon Advent church, of 
which he had been minister since 
Apri, 1¥4U, on Wednesday morn- 
ing. His resignatiin trom the 
work of the pastorate was an- 
nounced only a few days ago, as 
he contemplated going to a hos- 
pital for a stay for medical treat- 
ment. He had served in the first 
World War as a Chaplain and suf- 
fered at times frum the effect of 


“gas’’ poisoning, while in tne ser- 
vice. Mr. White was bern in 
Middleboro, Mass, and was 44 


years of uge. At cne time he was 
a solo cornetist with Sousa’s band, 
and his experienc: with this musi- 
cal instrument was of great aid to 
him in his religious gatherings. He 
studied theology in Boston and 
was given a degree by Butler uni- 
ver:ity. He was eminently suc- 
cessful in his pastorate here and 
made many friends. He had 
served churches in Port Clyde, 
Maine; Braintree and Newtcn. He 
had also been actively connected 
with the work of the Mcrgan Me- 
morial in Boston. He was a mene 
ber of the Masonic fraternity. 
Surviving are his wife, the for- 
mer Florence Lewis of East Ha- 
ven, Conn., and a son, Beniamin 
". White, Jr., of the University of 
Maine. The funeral services will 
tbe at the S.uth Vernon Advent 
church on Saturday afterncon, at

It 
i: a Series F bond with a maturity 
value of $25, and an issue price 
of $18.50 yielding 2.5 percent. if 
held until its m&turity date, 12 
years from the date of issue 
Series F and G bonds are avail- 
able only at banks and by mail 
from the Treasurer of the United 
States. Heretofore the ‘only $25 
bond available has been the Series 
E, known as the Peoples’ Bond, 
and sold at p.stoffices, as well as 
at banks and by mail.

The new issue will 
make it possible for the smaller 
associations to make these pur- 
chases in more ccnvenient anits.

At the same 
time, however, it*«was observed 
that nothing is wanted which is 
still being used- or which might 
have to be replaced. 

The drive aims not at releasing 
usuable materials to the govern- 
ment, but at avoiding waste of 
materials which the defense pro- 
gram can use to gcod purpose. As 
an example of what is wanted, 
and in explanation of how these 
things will be used, the office 
mentioned four articles:— 

Scrap metal. This will be used 
to make the steel, brass, copper, 
lead and other metals u:ed in the 
making of guns, tanks and ships. 

Waste paper. This is needed to 
make new paperboard to ship 
munitions, clothing and fccd for 
the fighting forces at home and 
overseas. 

Old rubber. This will be used in 
making new rubber goods foi the 
motorized forces, for planes, 
tanks and battleships, and also for 
essential civilian reeds:

The Back Yard Gardener

We had a New .Year’s Eve 
party at cur house and naturally 
the talk drifted to resolutions and 
what the year will bring. We did 
our share of predicting the same 
as the experts, only we don’t zet 
paid for it. To avoid any chance 
of giving valuable information to 
the enemy I shall refrain from 
giving you our predicti: ns. 

We all agreed, however, tha: 
sane healthy living for our:elves 
and our children should be our 
first resolve. We also agreed that 
if “‘it’’ is the first line of defense 
—I put it “it” not knowing 
whether it was the navy, the 
army, or the air corps, but any- 
way if it is the first line <f de- 
fense, the home is the rear guard. 
And from what ha: happened so 
far they hit in the back as weli as 
the front or flank. 

Maybe is was out of courtesy 
to me, but the grcup agreed that 
home gardens, home recreation, 
and similar ‘activities which T have 
been harping on for the pas: years 
can do much to provide sane and 
healthy living. When I bring up 
this home garden question so 
often I hope you folks won't think 
that I'm trying to shove home 
garden: down everyone's throat. 
Im not. 

I think Bill Cole was right 
when he eaid that, patriotism does

not démand the growing of a gar- 
den Bill has thought this thing 
out more years than I have, and 
he puta it this way. Our com 
mercial vegetable industry is in a 
position to prcdace abundantly 
for our needs this.coming year 
and, therefore, home gardeners, 
before they start activities, should 
take into consideration these fac- 
tors. 


A home garden should be used 
only where success is relatively 
certain. Seeds, fertilizers, and 
garden tcols are scarce. To make 
a success you should have avail- 
able somewhere in your family at 
least 200 hours of labor. It'll 
take that much over the course of 
a season. That’s an average of 
about an hour a day. 

You should have at least a 
thousand :quare feet cf land for 
each:member of the family—that 
is, if you’re going to produce all 
of the vegetables that the family 
needs. And this land should be 
celatively productive. 


The way things are now, 2eeds 
and plants fcr a garden for a fam- 
ily of five may be expected to 
cost about $7.60, plowing and har- 
rowing 1f hired from $3 to °$6, 
fertilizers at least $3—more if 
,ou use barnyard manure. In:ec- 
icides should run on the average 
.zbout $1.60, and garden tools if 
purchased between $5 and $10. 
From that you can figure out how 
much it will cost you in cash vut- 
lay to produce a garden. 


So ycu have these facts to con- 
sider: Proper land, labor, and ex- 
pense: Ask yourself tnese que:- 
tions: Have you the time and the 
will to carry through? Will the 
garden produce more, than enough. 
to pay back expenses and thus te- 
lease money for 
needs? Lo y.u need the garden 
to improve the health of the fam- 
ily through the use of fresh vege- 
tables? 

If the answer: are aJl in the 
iffirmacive, then you should cun- 

:dcr a home garden. If in the 
segative, you'll just be having a 
wer garden which isn’t needed. 

In closing, let me express this 
thought:
